\Waterloo.”’ — Its 
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Road Department. 


In partial response to a petition for 
a Road Department at Washington, 
similar to the Agricultural department, 
for the purpose of promoting knowl- 
edge in the art of constructing and 
maintaining roads, a clause covering an 
appropriation for investigation in this 
line was inserted in the Agricultural 
Department bill. 

It is encouraging that the vast im- 
portance of this matter of good roads 
is receiving, though tardily, national 
recognition. Inquiries are being con- 
stantly made into the agricultural in- 
terests of the nation, as is proper, for 
these constitute the foundation of all 
our prosperity. The intimate, almost 
vital, connection, of the roadways with 
the farmers’ progress or stagnation, 
however, seems mot to have received 
the intelligent thought it demands. 

The difference in cost between haul- 
ing produce to railroad points over bad 
and good roadways often represents 
the difference between failure and suc- 
cess. The poor road is a constant, 1r- 
retrievable loss to the farmer—just how 
great, when reduced to a percentage, 
as it has been by competent hands, 
would appall the most careless delver 
in the soil. The first cost of a thor- 
oughly good roadway is large; but 
wherever there is auy considerable 
travel it is fully justified, as it is an in- 
vestment which pays a_ tremendous 
rate of interest. 

We should like to see the agricul- 
turists of the country quit for the nonce 
all dissentions among themselves, and 
everrall activity in-politics,and get _to- 
getherin a new Farmer’s Alliance for 
Good Roads. They could well afford 
to drop many issues which they deem 
important to unitedly urge upon Con- 
gress the necessity of taking up this 
great subject in the interest of the 
whole country. Cities, counties and 
states are already moving toward a bet- 
terment of their highways. The gen- 
eral government should supplement 
and crown the whole by an interstate 
—a national—system, which shall place 
the United States in the line of pro- 
gress toward European standards. Give 
us the new ‘Alliance,’’— Salem Ga- 
zetle. 


Tobacco Dust. 


This article is simply tobacco stems 
ground into a fine dust and is a very 
useful thing in the garden or green- 
house in fighting insects. It is sold by 
the seedsmen at about $3 per barrel, 
and large quantities can be had for less. 
For smoking greenhouses it has the 
great advantage that it burns very 
slowly and never injures the plants by 
too hot a fire.’ It is also very useful to 
sprinkle over the beds to keep off the 
green fly, and to protect young melon, 
squash and cucumber plants from the 
bugs by sprinkling them with it often, 
It also has useful properties as a fertil- 
izer, being rich in potash and nitrogen.

History Should Begin at Home. 


A writer ina recent number of the 
New England Magazine makes a plea 
for the study of local history in the 
public schools, Every city and-town, 
says the writer, should have its history 
written with some detail for use in the 
schools of that town, and -with this 
should be included a proper treatment 
of the geography of the region. Such 
a work has been done for Dover, Mass., 
and the book is in use in that town to- 
day very successfully. This local text- 
book may be put in the form of a cate- 
chism, with questions, or in the narra- 
tive form. It should. begin with a clear 
statement of the location of the place, 
to be followed with something on the 
topography, the geology and the bot- 
any; then the history of the settlement 
of the town; the establishment of the 
first church; the growth and municipal 
history; notices of the important pub- 
lic buildings; military history; to be 
followed by accounts of the industries, 
railroads, principal highways, com- 
merce; a brief sketch of the schools 
and other educational institutions; 
something about noted men or women 
who were born or have lived in the 
town or have visited it. These topics 
need not be arranged in the order here 
given, but according to the plan best 
adapted to the locality. This study, 
I believe, will be found very helpful. 

It is one to awaken instant interest 
in pupil and teacher. The child loves 
to read and talk about places and 
things with which he is familiar, as we 
older people are more interested in 
anything--about_counines we have 
visited than about those we have never 
seen, Tho local history and geography 
are the easiest for the child to grasp, 
and we will learn other history from 
that.

The death of Prof. J. W. Patterson 
of Dartmouth College, formerly a Sen- 
ator of the United States, was a sur- 
prising .and peculiar meident of a 
prayer-meeting at Hanover.”

Prof. Tucker’s Valedictory. : 


The last address which the students 
are likely to hear for some time at the 
Seminary by Prof. Tucker was delivered 
by him in Bartlet Chapel last evening 
before the Society of Inquiry. A goodly 
number of the general public were in at- 
tendance besides undergraduates, and 
Prof. Tucker was given an ardent greet- 
ing. 

He first 1eferred to his own entrance 
into the ministry, making the’ somewhat 
surprising statement that it was not un- 
til the last year, and perhaps the last 
term, of his theological course at Ando- 
ver when he finally decided to become a 
clergyman. The reason for his hesitancy 
was that, at that time, there was not 
much to stimulate a young man, in theo- 
logical circles. Now all is changed. There 
never was so good a time to enter the 
ministry as to-day, because it promises 
grand opportunities for usefulness. The 
sermon has been emancipated from its 
traditional bondage. It is no longer an 
elaborate essay, but is the speak of a 
man’s personality to mankind of all 
grades. The number of men attending 
church is steadily increasing, and that 
means that ministers are learning the 
secret of how to utilize their noble office 
to its best advantage. : 

Prof. Tucker then proceeded to speak 
of ‘Proportion and Emphasis in the Min- 
try.”’ He cited the Apocalyptic vision 
of the city. whose length, breadth and 
height are equal as a symbol of what the 
clerical profession should be. The min- 
ister should have lofty mental and Spir- 
itual altitude; he should have breadth, 
not merely as-an eclectic gatherer of mis- 
cellaneous truths, but as a self-centred 
believer in the Truth, with Christ by his 
side; and he should have a long look 
ahead, notexpecting to accomplish every- 
thing immediately. Preaching should 
be magnified, but men should ba studied 
not less than books, 


The address was one of Prof, 


Tucker's 
most eloquent efforts and evoked enthu. 


siastic applause as he closed. Nearly all 
the audience pressed forward to clas 
his hand, although he facetiously re 
marked that he had no design of becom. 
ing a stranger to- Andover, 

Unless Prof. Drummond of Scotland 
may come later, this closes the lectures 
of the Society of Inquiry for the preseht 
term.

Rev. C. M. Southgate of Worcester was 
the first speaker on ‘The Church and the 
Boys.’’ Among other things he said: 


Put together these three things, viz: 
the enthronment of Christ, the age of 
progress, and the age of boys; and you 
must expect some grand results. In 
order to reach the boys you must catch 
them where they are. Boys are not natu- 
rally spiritually minded, and you must 
take this into account. But the boys 
ought to be in the church. You can’t 
bring them in by sitting on the church 
door steps and singing ‘‘Blest be the tie 
that binds our hearts.” But it is a wise 
thing to introduce into church work the 
athletic principle, which appeals directly 
to the boy nature. In the application of 
this principle the means used should be: 
1. Good, harmless in themselves; 2. ad- 
justable to spiritual ends, and 3, fitted to 
the community in which the church is 
located. The speaker then described the 
work of organizing boys in his field, and 
it was exceedingly interesting. First he 
had a gymnasium, and later on he formed 
them into aclub. ‘The expenses were all 
raised by the boys themselves. 


The second speaker was Rev. A. E, Win- 
ship of the Journal of Education, his sub- 
ject being ‘The To-morrow of our Boys.” 
He said that he wanted to impress two 
things in his introduction upon his hear- 
ers. 1. The success of dealing with boys 
is the personality of the leader. 2. The 
only way of learning what to do with the 
boys is to learn it from the boy himself. 
We must keep one eye upon the boy of 
to-morrow in our labor with the boy of 
to-day. Let us look at the boys and di- 
vide their early lives_into three parts, 
from 1 to 7, from 7 to 18, and 13 to 20, 
The first seven years, the passive period, 
the child does not need much labor ex 
cept to be helped in a natural develop- 
ment. But after he reaches the age of 
seven he becomes inquisitive, a regular 
interrogation point, and this is the in- 
quisitive period. But after he passes his 
thirteenth year he enters upon the elas- 
tic period, and this is the period which 
demands our most thoughtful and earn- 
est endeavor. We must believe in the 
boys without any buts. We must have 
faith in them, and patience with them. 
We must pray for these boys as for our 
own. Mr, Winship’s address, like that 
of Mr. Southgate, was illustrated by so 
many telling and touching incidents as to 
make a report of it within the limits of 
our space very difficult.

Prison Life Has Not Changed Her Ap 
pearance—She Maintains the Calm De 
meanor Which Has Characterized Her 


NEw BEpDForD, May 9.—Miss Lizzie An 
drew Borden, indicted for the murder o} 
her father and stepmother last August 
was arraigned at the civil session of the 
superior court, now sitting in this city, be 
fore Judge John W. Hammond yesterday 
Her counsel, Andrew Jennings, arrived 
in the city from Fall River on the 4:10 
o’clock train, and 10 minutes later the 
train from Taunton rolled in bearing Mis. 
Borden, accompanied by Sheriff Andrew 
R. Wright gad his wife. 

Mr. Jennings reached the courthouse be- 
fore Sheriff Wright and his charge, and 
several policemen were there to preserv 
order should a crowd gather. The hack 
containing the Wrights and Miss Borden 
drove into the yard of the courthouse at 
the rear. Mr. Jennings was there and re- 
ceived Mr. Wright aid the ladies, ushering 
them intothe district attorney’s private 
office on the first floor. 

For the first time since the first day of 
last September,Inine long months ago, Liz- 
zie Borden made her appearancé’ in the 
outside world. 

How Did She Look, 

this much talked of young woman? Much 
stir has been made up and down the land 
over the delay in her trial. 
appear as if the months of her incarcera- 
tion had worked ill to her physically or 
mentally, She looked in excellent condi- 
tion. 

At 10 o’clock the prisoner, with Sheriff 
and Mrs. Wright, entered the courtroom, 
and Miss Lizzie took her place in the dock, 
with Mrs. Wright beside her.

Executive MANSION, May 7, 1893. 

It has become apparent after two months’ 
experience that the rules heretofore promul- 
gated regulating interviews with the presi- 
dent have wholly failed in their operation. 
The time which, under those rules, was set 
apart for the reception of senators and repre- 
sentatives has almost been entirely spent in 
listening to applications for office, which have 
become bewildering in volume, perplexing and 
exhausting in their iteration and impossible of 
remembrance, 

A due regard for public duty, which must 
be neglected if present conditions continue, 
and an observance of the limitations placed 
upon human endurance, oblige me to decline 
from and afterthis date all personal inter- 
views with those seeking appointments to 
office, exceptas I, on my own motion, may 
specially invite them. The same considera- 
tions make it impossible for me to receive 
those who merely desire to pay their respects 
except on the days and during the hours es- 
pecially designated for that purpose. 

I earnestly request senators and representa- 
tives to aid me in securing for them uninter- 
rupted interviews by declining to introduce 
their constituents and friends when visiting 
the “executive mansion” during the hours 
designated for their reception. Applicants for 
office will only prejudice their prospects by re- 
peated importunity and by remaining at 
Washington to await results,

Some|persons have expressed a fear 
lest the wide distribution of an appar- 
atus capable of echoing. all sorts of mu- 
sic, in a more perfect fashion than any 
music-box, might lead to the gradual 
extinction of piano-playing or violin- 
playing except for purposes of public 
exhibition, the phonographic echo of 
some great performer’s work being so 
much superior to what most people 
could hope to accomplish.

When the phonograph goes every- 
where, and phonographic ‘music is 
cheap, the housewile can listen to Ru- 
benstein as she darns the stockings in 
the evening, and get superb lessons at 
the great fountains of musical art, if 
she has any taste that way. There is 
no reason to suppose that it will be any 
more difficult to record a performance 
of ‘Die Meistersinger’’ than a recita- 


tion by’Coquelin, or a Beethoven symi-| 


phony under Biilow’s baton. . There is 
a good time coming for the poor man 
of good taste.—Philip C. Hubert, Jr., 
in May Century.

The First American Bible. 

In 1668 the first Bible printed in Amer- 
ica was published in Cambridge. It was 
nnlawful to print an English version of 
the Scriptures, that right being a mo- 
nopoly enjoyed by privilege and patent 
in England, The one printed in Massa- 
chusetts was Eliot’s famous ‘Indian Bi- 
ble,” and although 1,500 copies were 
struck off they are quite rare, and 
“sealed books,” as the tongue in which 
they are written is literally a *‘dead lan- 
guage,” the tribe and all who had a 
knowledge of the dialect being long ex- 
tinct. 

Eliot’s work is unique, being at once a 
monument to his piety, perseverance and 
learning.. Its literary successor was New-, 
man’s ‘Concordance of the Scriptures.” 
This was compiled by the light of pine 
knots in a log cabin in one of the frontier 
settlements of Massachusetts. It was 
the first of its kind, and for more than a 
century was admitted to be the most 


“perfect; holding its place~in~publie—es- 


teem until superseded by Cruden’s, which 
it suggested.—Philadelphia Record. 


Meaning of the Word “Either.” 

The legal meaning of the word ‘“‘either” 
has been gravely argued in an English 
court of record. A certain testator had 
left property, the disposition of which 
was affected by the ‘‘death of either” of 
two persons. One lawyer insisted that 
“either” meant both, and in support of 
his views he quoted Richardson, Web- 
ster, Chaucer, Dryden, Southey, the 
story of the crucifixion and a passage 
from Revelation. The judge suggested 
that there was a song in ‘‘The Beggar's 
Opera” which took another view, ‘‘How 
happy I could be with either, were t’other 
dear charmer away.” 

In pronouncing judgment the court 
ruled that ‘‘either” meant one of two, 
and did not mean both. He said that it 


. might have that meaning occasionally in 


poetry, but never in an English court of 
record,—Exchange. 


An Unexplorable French Pit. 

The wonderful pit of Creus de Souci 
in France is situated in a sheet of recent 
basalt on the south side of the Puy de 
Montchal. The opening is 82 feet in di- 
ameter and 88 feet deep, but at that 
depth a hole about 10 feet wide commu- 
nicates with a hollow 70 feet deep, at 
the bottom of which is a stagnant pool 
overladen with carbonic acid, which for- 
bids access to the water surface, The 
interior is a vast hollow, apparently 
formed in the basalt when semifluid, by 
an explosion of volcanic gas. The tem- 
perature falls from 54 degrees Fahren- 
heit in the open air to 34 degrees near 
the water.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Odd Echoes. 

Inacave in the Pantheon, the guide, 
by striking the flaps of his coat, makes a 
noise equal to that produced by firing a 
12-pound cannon. In the cave of Smel- 
lin, near Viborg, Finland, a stone thrown 
down a certain abyss makes a reverber- 
ating echo which sounds like the dying 
wail of some wild animal.—Exchange.

The Nuisance of Inartistic Advertising. 

We have occasionally regretted the 
monstrosities of street advertisements, 
Every vacant wall or boarding which is 
accessible to the bill sticker blazes with 
pictures which do not precisely educate 
the public taste, and are rather a serious 
addition to the minor evils of life. Well 
meant efforts have been made to improve 
these posters. The late Mr. Frederick 
Walker designed one for “‘The Woman 
In White.” It was tolerably inoffensive, 
but far from an addition to the amenity 
of a blank wall. 

Mr. Herkomer, if we arenot mistaken, 
has tried his hand, anda well known 
picture of a little boy blowing soap bub- 
bles, by Sir John Millais, is sufficiently 
familiar to the amateur. But the worst 
of it is that no such repeated airs, from 
whatever hand, are agreeable, much less 
the terrible man with the liver pad, com- 
pared with whom the lady with improb- 
ably long hair isa gem. This is not the 
end. The fields on each side of the rail- 
ways grow monstrous advertisements— 
an offense to the eyes of travelers, and 
surely no real inducement to purchase 
the wares of the culprits. 

A society has been formed to deal with 
these horrors, and the society protests 
against ‘‘diffidence and despondency.” 
This is plucky at least, and so far de- 
serves respect. It isa monstrous anom- 
aly to spend public money on the im- 
provement of public taste, and then to 
permit that taste to be debauched by 
“sky signs,” advertisements in green 
fields, posters flaring on every vacant 
space,—London Saturday Review. 


Casting Great Statues. 

Stiglmayer, a German goldsmith in the 
first part of this century, having an am- 
bition to attempt larger works than any 
he had accomplished, went to Naples in 
order tosee the casting of Canova’s statue 
of Charles III, but was denied the sight of 
certain secret technical processes, Stigl- 
mayer found them out for himself never- 
theless, and as soon as he went home 
made his first experiment on a statuette 
of Venus. Many delays occurred, and 
the excitement increased as the end drew 
near. By some mistake one of his assist- 
ants poured his molten metal into the 
airhole. Then the casting came to a 
standstill. 

“The crowd of lookers on,” writes the 
poor founder in his diary, ‘‘stood first 
dump about me and then slipped out one 
by one and left me with my pain.” 

In a month a second casting was be- 
gun and failed. With unbroken courage 
he begun the third cast, and on Christ- 
mas eve the metal was again poured in. 
It ran intothe mold and spurted joy- 
fully out at the air hole. 

“Our joy knew no bounds,” he de- 
clares. ‘‘We raised a loud cry of joy 
and embraced and kissed each other. 
Pasquale, the helper, kissed the head of

and burned his mouth, for it had not had 
time to cool.”—Youth’s Companion. 


Preparation the Important Factor. 

The discovery by Edison of the carbon 
with which he perfected his electric lamp 
seems a happy accident, but such acci- 
dents never happen to common men, 
The great inventor scraped some soot 
from the blackened chimney of his lab- 
oratory lamp, and ina spirit of curios- 
ity tested its properties. It proved to be 
the thing for which he was searching, 
but behind this fortunate discovery was 
a series of exhausting and exhaustive ex- 
periments with all kinds of likely mate- 
rials, absorbing the energies of many 
months. The lucky hit rewarded the 
persistent will of a patient workman. 

So with the young and obscure lawyer 
who conducts and wins a difficult case, 
as did Thomas Erskine in his elder’s ill- 
ness, or the struggling surgeon who has 
a sudden chance of distinction offered to 
him, he must have had a long and la- 
borious preparatory training before he 
can profit by such an emergency. In 
short, a great opportunity is worth to a 
man precisely what his antecedents have 
enabled him to make of it.—William 
Mathews in Harper’s Young People.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—The following has 
been issued by the president for publica- 
tion: 


ExEcutive MANSION, May 7, 1898. 

It has become apparent after two months’ 
experience that the rules heretofore promul- 
gated regulating interviews with the presi- 
dent have wholly failed in their operation. 
The time which, under those rules, -was set 
apart for the reception of senators and repre- 
sentatives has almost been’éntirely spent in 
listening to applications for office, which have 
become bewildering in volume, perplexing and 
exhausting in their iteration and impossible of 
remembrance, 

A due regard for public duty, which must 
be neglected if present conditions continue, 
and an observance of the limitations placed 
upon human endurance, oblige me to decline 
from and afterthis date all personal inter- 
views with those seeking appointments to 
office, exceptasI, on my own motion, may 
specially invite them. The same considera- 
tions make it impossible for me to receive 
those who merely desire to pay their respects 
except on the days and during the hours es- 
pecially designated for that purpose. 

I earnestly request senators and representa- 
tives to aid me in securing for them uninter- 
rupted interviews by declining to introduce 
their constituents and friends when visiting 
the “executive mansion” during the hours 
designated for their reception. Applicants for 
office will only prejudice their prospects by re- 
peated importunity and by remaining at 
Washington to await results.

The Phonogreph as a Musical 
Instrument. 


Some]|persons have expressed a fear 
lest the wide distribution of an appar- 
atus capable of echoing all sorts of mu- 
sic, in a more perfect fashion than any 
music-box, might lead to the gradual 
extinction of piano-playing or violin- 
playing except for purposes of public 
exhibition, the phonographic echo of 
some great performer’s work being so 
much superior to what most people 
could hope to accomplish. It seems to 
me that the contrary would be the re- 
sult. Cheap phonographs, giving more 
or less perfect echoes of music, might 
make superfluous the painful attempts 
—painful to others, as well as to her- 
self—of the unmusical young woman 
to master impossibilities. To the per- 
son of real musical instinct and ca- 
pacity, the wealth of good music 
would certainly prove an “incentive. 
When the phonograph goes every- 
where, and phonographic ‘music is 
cheap, the housewile can listen to Ru- 
benstein as she darns the stockings in 
the evening, and get superb lessons at 
the great fountains of musical art, if 
she has any taste that way. There is 
no reason to suppose that‘it will be any 
more difficult to record a performance 
of ‘‘Die Meistersinger’’ than a recita- 
tion by Coquelin, or a Beethoven sym- 
phony under Biilow’s baton. There is 
a good time coming for the poor man 
of good taste.—Philip C. Hubert, Jr., 
in May Century.

The First American Bible. 

In 1668 the first Bible printed in Amer- 
ica was published in Cambridge. It was 
unlawful to print an English version of 
the Scriptures, that right being a mo- 
nopoly enjoyed by privilege and patent 
in England. ‘The one printed in Massa- 
chusetts was Eliot’s famous ‘Indian Bi- 
ble,” and although 1,500 copies were 
struck off they are quite rare, and 
“sealed books,” as the tongue in which 
they aré written is literally a *‘dead lan- 
guage,” the tribe and all who had a 
knowledge of the dialect being long ex- 
tinct. 

Eliot's work is unique, being at once a 
monument to his piety, perseverance and 
learning. Its literary successor was New-, 
man’s ‘Concordance of the Scriptures.” 
This was compiled by the light of pine 
knots in a log cabin in one of the frontier 
settlements of Massachusetts. It was 
the first of its kind, and for more than a 
century was admitted to be the most 
perfect, holding its place in public es- 
teem until superseded by Cruden’s, which 
it suggested.—Philadelphia Record. 


Meaning of the Word “Either.” 

The legal meaning of the word ‘‘either” 
has been gravely argued in an English 
court of record, A certain testator had 
left property, the disposition of which 
was affected by the ‘‘death of either” of 
two persons. One lawyer insisted that 
“either” meant both, and in support of 
his views he quoted Richardson, Web- 
ster, Chaucer, Dryden, Southey, the 
story of the crucifixion and a passage 
from Revelation. The judge suggested 
that there was a song in ‘‘The Beggar’s 
Opera” which took another view, “How 
happy I could be with either, were t’other 
dear charmer away.” 

In pronouncing judgment the court 
ruled that ‘‘either” meant one of two, 
and did not mean both. He said that it 
might have that meaning occasionally in 
poetry, but never in an English court of 
record,— Exchange. 


An Unexplorable French Pit. 

The wonderful pit of Creus de Souci 
in France is situated in a sheet of recent 
basalt on the south side of the Puy de 
Montchal. The opening is 82 feet in di- 
ameter and 88 feet deep, but at that 
depth a hole about, 10 feet wide commu- 
nicates with a hollow. 70 feet deep, at 
the bottom of which is a stagnant pool 
overladen with carbonic acid, which for- 
bids access to the water surface, The 
interior is a vast hollow, apparently 
formed in the basalt when semifluid, by 
an explosion of volcanic gas. The tem- 
perature falls from 54 degrees Fahren- 
heit in the open air to 84 degrees near 
the water.—-Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Odd Echoes. 

Ina cave in the Pantheon, the guide, 
by striking the flaps of his coat, makes a 
noise equal to that produced by firing a 
12-pound cannon. In the cave of Smel- 
lin, near Viborg, Finland, a stone thrown 
down a certain abyss makes a reverber- 
ating echo which sounds like the dying 
wail of some wild animal.—Exchange. 


Smuggling Mushrooms by Mail. 

An odd kind of smuggling is the send- 
ing of mushrooms by mail from Italy. 
They are of a peculiar kind, dried and 
ére much relished by natives of that 
country in the United States. They 
come in small bags and are easily distin- 
guished by smell.—Cor. Boston Tran- 
écript.

The Nuisance of Inartistic Advertising. 

We have occasionally regretted the 
monstrosities of street advertisements. 
Every vacant wall or boarding which is 
accessible to the bill sticker blazes with 
pictures which do not precisely educate 
the public taste, and are rather a serious 
addition to the minor evils of life. Well 
meant efforts have been made to improve 
these posters. The late Mr. Frederick 
Walker designed one for ‘‘The Woman 
In White.” It was tolerably inoffensive, 
but far from an addition to the amenity 
of a blank wall. 

Mr, Herkomer, if we arenot mistaken, 
has tried his hand, and a well known 
picture of a little boy blowing soap bub- 
bles, by Sir John Millais, is sufficiently 
familiar to the amateur. But the worst 
of it is that no such repeated airs, from 
whatever hand, are agreeable, much less 
the terrible man with the liver pad, com- 
pared with whom the lady with improb- 
ably long hair isa gem. This is not the 
end. The fields on each side of the rail- 
ways grow monstrous advertisements— 
an offense to the eyes of travelers, and 
surely no real inducement to purchase 
the wares of the culprits. 

A society has been formed to deal with 
these horrors, and the society protests 
against ‘‘diffidence and despondency.” 
This is plucky at least, and so far de- 
serves respect. It isa monstrous anom- 
aly to spend public money on the im- 
provement of public taste, and then to 
permit that taste to be debauched by 
“sky signs,” advertisements in green 
fields, posters flaring on every vacant 
space.—London Saturday Review.

Stigl- 
mayer found them out for himself never- 
theless, and as soon as he went home 
made his first experiment on a statuette 
of Venus. Many delays occurred, and 
the excitement increased as the end drew 
near. By some mistake one of his assist- 
ants poured his molten metal into the 
airhole. Then the casting came to a 
standstill. 

“The crowd of lookers on,” writes the 
poor founder in his diary, ‘‘stood first 
dump about me and then slipped out one 
by one and left me with my pain.” 

In a month a second casting was be- 
gun.and failed. With unbroken courage 
he begun the third cast, and on Christ- 
mas eve the metal was again poured in, 
Itran intothe mold and spurted joy- 
fully out at the air hole. 

“Our joy knew no bounds,” he de- 
clares. ‘‘We raised a loud cry of joy 
and embraced and kissed each other. 
Pasquale, the helper, kissed the head of 
Phidias coming out of the broken form 
and burned his mouth, for it had not had 
time to cool.”—Youth’s Companion. 


Preparation the Important Factor. 

The discovery by Edison of the carbon 
with which he perfected his electric lamp 
seems a happy accident, but such acci- 
dents never happen to common men, 
Fhe great inventor scraped some. soot 
from the blackened chimney of his lab- 
oratory lamp, and in a spirit of curios- 
ity tested its properties. It proved to be 
tho thing for which he was searching, 
but behind this fortunate discovery was 
a series of exhausting and exhaustive ex- 
periments with all kinds of likely mate- 
rials, absorbing the energies of many 
months. The lucky hit rewarded the 
persistent will of a patient workman.
